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CITY TAX LEVIES . 
ATTACKED INN. C. 


Dealers in Three Cities 


Threaten to Open 
Test Cases 


Greensboro, N. C., Nov. 27.— 
Cc. W. Roberts, secretary of the 
North Carolina Automotive Trade 
Association, has just announced 
that probable test cases of city 
ordinances in three North Caro- 
lina cities will be started in the 
near future by automotive men. 
The latter are vigorously oppos- 
ing a $25 city tax on every truck 
used for delivery of gasoline and 


The cities that impose this tax are 
Greensboro, Wilmington and Char- 
lotte. They, with other cities, Ashe- 
ville, Winston-Salem, Rocky Mount, 
Raleigh and Durham, charge $10 
for privilege tax, that being upon 
the dealer. The other cities named, 
however, do not require the $25 
privilege tax on each truck used in 
wholesaling gasoline and oil. 

According to Mr. —- Roberts, 
some dealers think that the $25 
charged for trucks and the $10 
additional privilege tax consti- 
ture double taxation, and if 
there is legal action to test the 
$25 ordinances the basis of the 
contention will be that it is dou- 

ble taxation and therefore in 

violation of constitutional rights. 

Roberts pointed out that there 
is additional taxation to be borne 
by the dealers, such as state li- 
cense plate, city license plate and 
personal property tax of city and 
county upon the trucks themselves. 
North Carolina automobiie men 
think they are well taxed already, 
he said. 

In the event the action is start- 
ed, it is quite likely that it will go 
to the state Supreme Court for 
final decision. 


Austin, Tex., Nov. 27.—A de- 
cision by the Third Court of 
Civic Appeals here recently in 
the case of Oppenschmidt vs. 
City of New Braunfels, ruled 
that cities of Texas cannot levy 
a license tax on any kind of 
motor-driven vehicle. 

In construing the statutes gov- 
erning motor vehicle operation in 
the state, the court construed Ar- 


ticle 6698 and decided in favor of 
the plaintiff. The decision was 
handed down by Chief Justice 


James W. McClendon. Should this 
be sustained by the Supreme Court 
it will affect a large number of 
cities and towns which have been 


levying fees on motor vehicles and 
eause such ordinances to become 
inoperative

Pioneer Motorist Won 
Fame With 1900 Steamer 





Chicago, Nov. 27.—Joseph  B. 
Deibler, identified with the auto- 
mobile industry almost since its 
inception, has been named a Chrys- 
ler dealer at Highland Park. Mr. 
Deibler was at one time a leading 
merchant on Chicago's automobile 
row, 

A bit of interesting history is 
gleaned frem the following ex- 
cerpt which appeared in an Osh- 
kosh, Wis., newspaper in 1900, as 
follows:— 

“One of the attractions of the 
Winnebago Fair that has a decid- 
edly metropolitan air is an auto- 
mobile of a new and improved pat- 
tern. It is not a part of the fair 
exhibits, but is being brought to 
attention by traveling about the 
grounds and through the city 
streets. 

“It is owned by J. B. Deibler of 
Berlin, who makes the trip to this 
city each day of the fair and re- 
turns home in the evening. Steam 
generated by a gasoline flame is 
the motive power and the noiseless 
as well as powerful engine is lo- 
cated near the center of the car- 
riage, beneath the seat. From the 
engine a chain similar to that of a 


bicycle passes around a sprocket- 
wheel on the axle of the rear 
wheels, and a friction brake is also 
attached to the rear axle. At 
either side of the seat is a power- 
ful acetylene lamp, and in addition 
to these the carriage is equipped 
with small electric lamps. Two 
persons may ride, and the front 
wheels are steered by one of the 
occupants by meang of a lever. 

“In finish and shape the carriage 
is handsome. The seat box and 
body are of an olive shade of green, 
highly polished. The axles and 
supporting frame are of steel tub- 
ing, like a bicycle. Two and one- 
half inch pneumatic tires fit the 
wheels, which are of the bicycle 
style. 

“Mr. Deibler has had the horse- 
less carriage about a week, and in 
that time has fraveled over 300 
miles, as indicated by the odome- 
ter attached to one of the rear 
wheels. It will run 35 miles an 
hour easily. Rough roads and 
sands have no terror for the auto- 
mobile, and it will run as easily 
backward as forward, at the will 
of the occupant. It is manufac« 
tured by a Milwaukee concern.”

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To Protect the Dealer 


NE of the most important pieces of business which the 
National Association of Finance Companies took up 
at its meeting last week was the question of protection for 
innocent holders of liens on automobiles who are deprived 
of their rights in various devious ways. The association 
recommends effective means of punishing the so-called} 
“skip,’”’ the man who gets possession of a car by a small first | 
rayment and then flees from the state. This, of course, is 
undisguised theft and can be dealt with by the ordinary 
processes of the law. The problem here is to make it as hard 
as possible for the skip to get the car in the first place. 
Unless we are greatly mistaken, the real problem of the 
finance comranies is going to be the prevention of the 
placing of undue burdens on the dealer and finance company 
in the selection of customers. This idea of placing the burden 
of investigating the business and social activities of every 
customer who enters the dealer’s shop is altogether false. 
Confiscation of a partly paid for car does not injure the 
bootlegger to as great an extent as it injures the dealer or) 
finance company. It is no deterrent. Any bootlegger worth |. 
his salt will be in another dealer’s office next day buying | 
another car. The real intent of this confiscation scheme 
would appear to be the forcing of every dealer ta work as a; 
sort of unofficial revenue agent to prevent bootleggers get-| 
ting motor transport with which to ply their trade. Like the} 
prohibition law, this is admirable in theory; the one trouble | 
is that it doesn’t even pretend to work in practice. No auto- | 
mobile dealer can afford to maintain a private detective | 
bureau with spies and Peeping Toms on its staff to investi- 
gate the doings of all its customers. 

Furthermore, as was pointed out recently in this 
paper, it ts dangerous for any dealer to refuse to sell a 
prospective customer a car, on the ground that he is 
rumored to be a bootlegger. Lawsuits may result, and 
one, at any rate, is now pending on this very ground. 

The finance companies will do well to direct their 
heaviest fire at the confiscation evil. There lies the danger. 


Unified Traffic for Chicago 


HICAGO is about to become the scene of the most inter- 

: esting experiment in traffic control that ever has been 
attempted. The entire Chicago area, which includes six 
counties, parts of two states and more than 4,000,000 people, 
is to be consolidated for purposes of traffic control under a 
single system of regulation. 

Exactly how far reaching this control is to be does not 
as yet appear. For the past year Miller McClintock of the 
Albert Russel Erskine Bureau for Street Traffic Research 
has been carrying on an intensive study of traffic conditions 
in Chicago. The results of this research work are to appear 
in the new unified traffic control, and the outcome will be 
watched with keen interest by the whole world. Certainly 
if any system can bring relief to the traffic tangle in the 
Chicago loop there is hope for almost any place. Not even 
New York has a more difficult congestion problem than 
rene possesses in the heart of its business and financial 

istrict 











In England the lew governing motor vehicle operation 
has never contained a “speed limit.” The one crime is dan- 
gerous driving. Now they are talking of altering the law and 
putting in a maximum speed limit, 35 to 40 miles being the 
talked of figure. Surely this is a step backward. Speed limits 
never have meant much. Driving can be dangerous at ten 
miles per hour and safe at fifty. The “dangerous driving” 
clause is the only sensible method of handling the matter, 
and now England proposes to alter it.

Rubber Declines 
In Active Market

New York City, Nov. -Heavy 
arrivals, poor manufacturing de- 
mand and dealer support were 
given as the reasons for the heavy 
sales on the rubber exchange here 
yesterday, which resulted in pil- 
ing up a sales volume of 1,425 tons 
and driving the prices down 50 to 
90 points. This was the second 
highest volume of sales recorded 
for the month, comparing with 
1,440 tons on November 3. An 
active session, also featured the 
outside market with prices de- 
clining from %c. to %c. a pound. 

Throughout the day, however, 
the London market remained 
steady, keeping the values for the 
previous day’s trading intact. 

Arrivals over the week-end 
totaled 1,880 tons, bringing the 
November imports to 32,157 tons, 
against 24,197 tons during Oc- 
tober. Yesterday's rubber came 
in from Central and South Ameri- 
can ports and from London.
